REPORT: 


The committee to whom was referred the bill for repealing all 
laws in relation to the emigrant agency, have instructed me to 
report back the bill, with a recommendation that it do pass. 


The reasons which have induced your committee to recommend 
this course, in opposition to the recommendations of the governor 
as expressed in his message, are manifold. Your committee be- 
lieve that the operations of the emigrant agency, as heretofore 
existing, have been atterided with no beneficial results to the state, 
while it has required large drafts on the treasury to support it; 
and as far as we can ascertain, this is the opinion of a large ma- 
jority of the people of this state, including many of our most i is 
telligent citizens of foreign birth. 
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In the early settlement of a state, before its resources are de- 
veloped or its reputation established abroad, it may be wise poli- 
ey to employ agents to disseminate information in relation to its 
advantages, and to urge emigration to its borders. But when a 
state like this becomes settled by thousands of intelligent freemen, 
who hold converse with all the world, its advantages realized, its 
resources developed and trumpeted abroad by hundreds of news- 
papers printed in different languages, and by thousands of corres- 
pondents speaking every christian tongue, then, in the opinion of 
your committee, there is no longer the least necessity for special 
agents to trumpet news which has long ago gone before them to 
all parts of the earth; and when this state of things exists as it 
now does, the influence of an agent, stationed at any particular 
locality, does not amount to one iota in comparison to the many 
and mighty influences that are tending to our future aggrandize- 
ment and prosperity as a state. 

Your committee are of the opinion that nineteen of every twen- 
ty emigrants who arrive in this country, have a pre-determined 
place of destination; and these views are corroborated by the re- 
port of the sub-agent stationed at Quebec. In his report he says: 
“That of the great number of English, Irish and Scotch emigrants 
that arrived in Quebec during the last year, the great mass went 
to their friends or place of destination in the British colonies” 


The same report says that of the 6000 Norwegians who landed 
there but few were destined to any other state, and that almost the 
entire Scandinavian emigration reached Wisconsin. 

From this we see that nearly every emigrant’s place of destina- 
tion was determined before he arrived in this country, and conse- 
quently all the efforts of an agent to change their course, must 
have been unavailing. 


From the report of Hon. F. W. Horn, emigrant commissioner at 
New York, we learn that there has arrived at that port within the 
last year something over three hundred thousand emigrants. Of 
this number, together with some eight or ten thousand who are 
supposed to have come by way of Canada, he suppposes about

thirty-five thousand have reached Wisconsin. Your committee 
cannot but believe that of the entire emigration at least that num- 
were pre-destined for this state, and that 34,999 of them would 
have arrived here if this agency had not been in existence. From 
the report of the agent we also learn that there are nine hundred 
other agents located in the same street, that his office is in New 
York. Their business is to ship emigrants to their place of desti- 
nation. It is for the interests of these agents (who are represented 
as being a most unscrupulous set of men) to ship them over the 
longest lines of transportation that they can. These lines termi- 
nate on the western shores of lake Michigan, so that if any could 
be persuaded to turn from their previous place of destination, they 
would in all probability be sent to the ports on lake Michigan, from 
which places they would find their way into the interior of our 
state. « 

The great aim of our commissioner has been to keep the emi- 
grant from being deluded by the false representations of the nine 
hundred other agents, but when we reflect that the poor emigrant 
has no way of distinguishing the one honest agent from the nine 
hundred rouges, however much we may commend his efforts, 
we must arrive at the conclusion that they are attended with 
very little success, and that the single chance of one in nine hun- 
dred, which he has of giving the emigrant useful information, is 
not worth the expense to which it subjects this state. 

On the other hand, should the agency even have the effect which 
is sought in its object, your committee, though not at all inimical 
to foreigners, do not believe that itis just or in conformity with the 
spirit of our institutions to encourage class emigration at the ex- 
pense of the state, and they conceive it to be incompatible with 
the best interests of the state, to desolate all her energies to secure 
the foreign emigration, while nothing is done to secure the settle- 
ment in this state, of the great number of migratory inhabitants of 
our own country, who are seeking a home in the west.

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
Manison, January 22d, 1855. 
To the Legislature : 

I invite your attention to the provisions of an act entitled “an 

act to provide for the purchase of the reports of the supreme 
court,” approved April 3, 1854. 
' The first section of said act is as follows, viz: “The Governor 
is hereby authorized to purchase four hundred copies of the reports 
of the supreme court for the year one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-three, at a price not exceeding four dollars per volume. 

The second section of the same act, provides the manner of dis- 
posing of the copies purchased. 

The act clearly confers upon the Governor the authority to pur- 
chase four hundred copies at four dollars each; but it is equally 
clear to my mind that it contains nothing compulsory, so far as re- 
gards either the number or price, and leaves both discretionary 
with him, provided the maximum be not exceeded, making the 
whole matter one to be arranged between the Governor and the 
publishers. 

On or about the 26th day of June last, John S. Fillmore, of the 
firm of Rufus King & Co., notified me that said firm had purchased 
the copyright for said reports, and that they were then ready to 
deliver the number contemplated by the act referred to. Upon 
examination of the books, I discovered that they contained only 
the reports of the June term of 1853, of which I purchased seven 
copies for the use of the supreme court and state library, and was 
told that the December reports were to be bound in a separate vol- 
ume, and that the publishers claimed the full price of four dollars 
per volume for those of the December, as well as of the June 
term, 

Being unable to obtain any deduction, either as to the quantity 
or price, from the highest named in the act, and believing that less 
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than one-third of the number of volumes authorized would enable 
me to comply with the provisions for their distribution, and that 
by a fair construction of the law, the June term reports should 
not exceed the price of two dollars, I declined making the purchase 
referred to, believing then, as I do now, that my construction of 
the law was in accordance with the intention of the legislature 
when it was enacted, making a difference between what the pub- 
lishers claimed and the amount I considered just and necessary in 
the premises of between two and three thousand dollars. 

While I have deemed it to be my duty to call the attention of 
the legislature to this subject, I admit the entire propriety of en- 
couraging, to a reasonable extent at public expense, the publiea- 
tion and distribution of these reports ; but I can never sanction any 
action based upon the construction given to the law by the pub- 


lishers.

That in the opinion of your committee, the object of the privi- 
leges granted by letters patent, is to promote the useful arts by | 
protecting”and rewarding the inventor and discoverer in enabling 
him to derive a just remuneration for his time, ingenuity, and ex- 
pense. } 

The term of such protection is sufficient in all ordinary cases, 
amply to reward the inventor within the limits of such term, and a 
further provision is made by law where such inventor or patentee 
has failed to secure within such period “a sufficient remuneration 
for the time, ingenuity, and expense bestowed upon the same,” 
thatthe patent with all its privileges may be extended a further 
term of seven years. 

The effects of the law of patents is doubtless two-fold; to en- 
courage useful inventions, by rewarding the inventor, and to secure 

‘to the public at large the advantages of such inventions, And in 
order to secure the advantages last named, there must of course 
be a limit to the term of protection or immunity of the patentee; 
fora s it is impossible to restrain him in the amount demanded for 
his invention in the price of his machine, he might by an exhorbi- 
tant demand, deprive the public of all benefits arising from such 
invention. 

The pecuniary rewards or profits arising from any invention may 
be properly estimated by its usefulness, and hence the immunity 
enjoyed by the term of patent for an invention of the highest val- 
ue, will give equal justice to the inventor as will the patent ofa 
less useful invention. The machines in question have been along 
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time before the public in this country and in Europe, have been 
extensively used, and, as your committee have been informed, have 
paid to the proprietors an ample fortune, cheerfully contributed by 
the tillers of the soil. 

The extensive and fertile fields of our country, especially of the 
western states, demand such machines to gather their harvests, 
and such machines would have doubtless been provided had not . 
those inventors already produced them. Our farmers have al- 
ready enriched these inventors and it is now only just, that amply 
rewarded as they have been, the future benefits of their inventions 
should inure alike to contributor and inventor. 


As the authority to extend the patent is vested in the commis- 
sioner of patents instead of the congress as contemplated by the 
resolution, your committee recommend that the resolution be so 
amended as to comform to this fact by striking out the words “by 
congress,” and that it be further amended by striking out the words 
be instructed “in connection with “senators.”

The committee on education, school and university lands haye 
considered and do hereby recommend the adoption of the follow- 
ing joint resolution which was referred to them, viz: 

Resolved, \by the senate, the assembly concurring, That, the 
joint resolution of last session, which authorizes the state treasu. 
rer to withhold. school money from the counties deficient in the 
payment of their state revenue be and the same is hereby re- 
scinded. 

The joint resolution above referred to, and proposed to be-re- 
scinded, appears on page 499 of the journal of the senate of the 
last session. Tk authorizes the state treasurer “ to pay the amount 
of school money due to each county by a draft upon the treasurer 
of such counties to an amount equal to the sums in which said 
counties are deficient in the payment of their state revenue.” The 
resolution is in form permanent, and it involves a principle of great 
interest to those affected by its operation. 

It seems obvious to us that the resolution of last session has not 
the force of a law. The constitution delares that “no law shall 
be enacted except by bill.” It follows that a law cannot be re- 
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pealed or modified except by bill, passing through all the stages of 
legislation. The revised statutes provide for the distribution of 
the school fund in a certain manner. The resolution in question, 
which practically supercedes and annuls the law, was only a joint 
resolution of the two houses, and was not even treated as one re- 
quiring the Governer’s sanction. It has however been regarded 
by the state treasurer as obligatory upon him, and we will exam- 
ine it as if it it were valid in form. 


The constitution, by section 2 of article X, provides a fund to 
be derived from several enumerated sources, and directs that it 
“shall be set apart as a separate fund to be called the school fund,” 
and specially designates the objects to which it shall be applied, 
namely, the support and maintainenee of schools. 


The recipients of this fund are designated in section 5 of the 
same article in the following words: ‘‘ Provision shall be made 
by law for the distribution of the income of the school fund among 
the several towns and cities of the state for the support of common 
schools therein, in some just proportion to the number of children 
and youth resident therein, between the ages of four and twenty 
years.” By the same article, two conditions are attached to the 
distribution—one, that each town or city shall annually raise by 
tax one half the amount of its proportion of the income of the 
fund ; the other, that a school shall be taught for three months in 
each year in every district; neither of which conditions affects 
the question under consideration. 

Further provision is made that the income be paid into the state 
treasury annuall,y and by the existing laws it must be paid in 
gold and silver. 

Taking these provisions together, each town or city if it com- 
plies with the conditions above referred to, is entitled to receive 
in gold and silver, from the state treasurer, its just proportion of 
the school monies, without delay, hazard or contingency. 

The constitution devotes the monies to towns and cities as such 
' —not to counties. The county treasurer is made by law the mere 
agent to receive the money from ‘the state treasurer, and to hold 
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it subject to the order of the several town superintendents or city 
treasurer. The county, as such, has no interest in or control over 
it. The state is but a trustee of the fund appointed to receive and 
disburse it, having no right or authority to use it or conyert it to 
any other than its prescribed uses. Yet it is assumed that the 
state may retain, and of course may apply to its own use, the 
money paid into its treasury for the several towns and cities, which 
belongs to them irrevocably by virtue of the constitution, and 
may discharge its trust, obligation by giving them, insteat of the 
money, a draft on a delinquent county for money which the state 
itself clothed with all its sovereign powers has been unable to 
collect. The giving or drawing of the draft is declared a pay- 
ment of the money. So says the resolution—so itis construed by 
the state treasurer. Whether the draft is paid or dishonered, the 
claim of the town or the city to its money is extinguished.— 
The contingency of non-payment is not provided for. The draft 
may be presented and its payment refused; yet the state is not 
required to make it good; nor has the town or city any possible 
means of enforcing the payment. If denied, it is left wholly rem- 
ediless. What could be more flagrantly unjust or unconstitution- 
al? And such a principle is equally repugnant to the known doc- 
trines of the common law. No debtor can pay his creditors—no 
trustee can discharge his trust by giving a draft on ‘some insolvent 
or repudiating debtor. Even a draft voluntarily taken by a cred- 
itor is by universal law a mere conditional payment, and if it be 
dishonored, the drawer is at at once liable for its amount. No 
right of compulsory set off allows a party holding a trust fund for 
the use of another to retain it by forcing him to receive a claim 
npon a third one, or, as in this instance, a mere draft or request to 
pay. | 


It cannot be said in answer that the claim.of the town upon the | 
state remains good. The very object of the resolution is to com-— 
pel the town or the city to look to the county not to thestate for = 
money, If the state does remain liable for the money on the non 
payment of the draft, it is simply because the resolution is as we 
E 
| 
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claim it to be, a nullity; it is liable not according to the terms of 

the resolution, but because the constitution is paramount to 

it. No alternative is offered—the draft must be taken as payment. 

or nothing—the state through its organ, the treasurer, does refuse 
‘to pay over the money in any other manner. 

Certainly, it eannot be justice or policy for the legislature to ad- 
here to an unconstitutional and oppressive rule, simply because 
those who are wronged by it can appeal to courts for redress. 
But at best in asuit against the State or a proceeding by mandam- 
us against the State Treasurer, the citizens struggles against 
great-odds and with the certainty of great ee and onerous ex- 
pense. 

‘The failure or neglect of a county to pay promptly its indebt- 
ness to the State, should if practieable be prevented by stringent 
laws. Yetif it happens it affords neither a constitutional, a legal, 
or a moral justification to the State for withholding from the chil- 
dren and youth of any town or city the moneys solemnly dedica- 
ted to the purposes of their education not only by our constitu- 
tion, but in part also by the express terms of the grant by Con- 
gress from which the moneys are dervied. ’ |

ment of agriculture and its kindred arts in this state,” the execu 
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tive committee of the Wisconsin state agricultural society would 
respectfully report, That the past year has been to the agricul- 
turists of this state one of unexampled prosperity. Abundant 
harvests, which, under the care of a Divine Providence have bur- 
thened our fields in every portion of the state, have been made 
still more welcome from the increased market value, over the'pro- 
ducts of former years... The increasing interest, manifested by at- 
tendance at our annual state fairs, from distant parts of our state, 
the unusually fine exhibition of domestic animals, not only in 
numbers but quality, all tend tc confirm. the conviction that the 
agriculturists of our state are awakened to a true sense of the im- 
portance, and the beneficial influence of our annual state and 
county fairs:, Believing the business of sheep and wool growing, 
one in which this state was deeply interested from the peculiarly 
favorable adaptation of both soil and climate to that branch of 
farming, the committee appointed a sheep shearing festival to 
be’held in the village of Whitewater, on the 29th day of May last 
as a;matter of experiment, to.test the comparative value of the 
different breeds of sheep for profit. The results obtained and in- 
serest manifested were gratifying in the extreme, all of which will 
be laid before community in the forthcoming volume of transac- 
tions for the year 1854. The annual state fair was held at Mil- 
waukee, on the fourth, fifth and sixth days of October. The col- 
lection of agricultural and mechanical implements, and stock of 
various kinds, was much larger than at any previous fair. A fine 
and bracing temperature so peculiar to our Wisconsin autumns, 
animated and revived the spirits somewhat debilitated. from the 
effects ofan excessively hot summer. The strains of martial 
music, the display and review of the Milwaukee military, and fire 
companies, the presence of the governor and principal officers of 
state, together with many distinguished citizens of other states, 
manifested that not only agriculturists and mechanics took a deep 
interest in the prosperity of the society, but that it pervaded all 
ranks and conditions, whether engaged in agriculture or other pur- 
suits.’ One striking feature attendant ap ow the fair was noticeable 
by the most casual observer: The entire absence of intoxication. 
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This was attributable in a great measure to the precaution used 
by Mayor Kilbour n, in prohibiting the sale of liquor in the vieini- 
ty of the fair grounds, and the executive committe excluding it 
from the.enclosure.. The success of the fair was in all respects 
highly gratifying. In order to secure from injury the various im- 
plements, grain and_ articles collected for exhibition, many of 
which are extremely valuable, and liable to great damage from 
exposure to the weather, it became indispensably necessary. that 
tents.and some other protection should be provided. The commit- 
tee for the, previous year had procured tents for that purpose, for 
which, the society was indebted, it being considered by them ad- 

visable to.use tents for the safety of the articles deposited, so long 
as there was na stated place for holding our annual fairs. Tents 
could be moved with ease and facility to a distance, and would be 
serviceable for years, and therefore under all circumstances the 
most economical and convenient. This item of expenditure, the 
largest in our report, will not have to be repeated.” The ‘expense 
of fitting up for each annual fare with enclosures, &c., which are of 
no use after the close of the fair, forms a large item in our ex- 
penditures, which could be. entirely avoided by the legislature 
making, an appropriation for fitting. up a permanent fair ground, 

either in the vicinity of Madison or elsewhere, for holding the an- 
nual fairs of the society.

In consequefice of its delayed publication, the committee would 
recommend that the volume of Transactions for 1854 and 1855, be

Sachs publications in order to be of the greatest possible 
utility, shovld, in the opinion of your committee, be ready for dis- 
tribution as soon as possible after the annual fair. Volumes of the 
Transactions, | Patent Office Reports, and such seeds as were in 
possession of the, Society at the commencement of the present 
year, have-been extensively distributed among, the members of 
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the fo iBARS and it is to be regretted that the supply of seeds 
and grain were not more abundant, since throngh the efforts of 
the members of legislature, the Transactions of the Society, and 
valuable seeds and grains, can be more widely distributed, and 
the objects of the Society more successfully accomplished. Our 
senators in congress have been requested to forward from the 
Patent Office, an abundant supply of choice seeds and Patent Of- 
fice Reports for dirtribution, which will soon be courplied with. 
The committee herewith submit a report of the financial-affairs of 
the Society, the vouchers for which are on file in the office of the 
State Agricultural Society, and open to the inspection of the ap- 
propriate committee. all of which is respectfully submitted.

‘Your committee having had little knowledge of the manner in 
which the administrative affairs of states are conducted, enteértain- 
ing the erroneous opinion that reports made annually, by the heads 
of'the-several departments of the state were intended to furnish 
definite and certain information concerning the subjects of which 
they treat; this error of opinion was confirmed by not'understand- 
ing tlrat the executive of a state often indulges in figurative lan- 
guage in his annual message to the leemlatore, and especially in 
that figure of speech designated “irony,” a remarkable instance 
of which can be found, as your committee hhas lately ascertained, 

in that part of our governor’s late annual message, where he refers 
to official repor ii in the following language: 
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“ Among the important matters to‘which I wish particularly to 
invite your attention, and on which, in order to procure a proper 


and timely result, it will become your duty to act at an early day,” 
is that of a careful examinttion of the official reports, and the real 


condition of the several departments of the state government. These 
reports will immediately be laid before you, and they will be 
found to be full and explicit. Your constituents have a right to 
claim at yotir Hdnds such information as you may’ be'able to ob- 


tain, and it is your duty to investigate closely into the doings of: 
those entrusted with their interests. The conduct of all publie: 


servants under our form of government and laws is, and should be 
subject-to inspection, and upon a,thorough and careful examina- 
tion, it.is but simple justice to all parties concerned that the people 
should know. and understand the result. This duty of the legisla- 

ture; though frequently demanded of them by the officers them- 
selves, has, I regret to say, been too long neglected and shamefully 
avoided.” 

Your committee at the time the resolution was offered by him 
to the senate, not having ascertained that-the foregoing quotation 
from the annual message was merely figurative language, used by 
his excellency for the purpose of showing how little regard should 
be had to perspicuity in those official documents, and the extreme 

simplicity of those who suppose it becoming that the people should 
understand the manner in which the affairs of the state are admin- 
istered, very naturally continued in the belief, that these reports 


would be found full and explicit, and if they were not so in any, 


part’ it would be doing the will of the executive to call upon the 


officers to explain all doubtful or sunliiguows matters which might 


be found in the same. 


A want of experience on the subject of the administratitn of 


state affairs has placed your committee in the unpleasant position” 
of being called upon to explain the very indetinite —— “&e,” 


reterred to in said resolution. 


Your committee, who offered said resolution, does not mean to 
be understood that the characters “ &c.” are always of a doubtful 
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or ‘unéertain import, ‘and is well aware that in certain’ connections 
they qwould have a dearly defined meaning. But it is the connec- 
tion whith’ affords the explanation; and not Anything in the ‘cha- 
racters themselves, which standing alone, or where the connection 
is not explanatory, are, in the’ opinion of your committee, of all 
the characters used in the English language, the most wndefinable.

Your comithittee is not ¢ertain bint that, to'the mind af a@ person 
familiar with the multitude of slight prétefces* upon ‘which’ the 
people’s money is extracted from the public treasiry, the charae- 
ters © &e.” following the word salary, as ithe Réport, would con- 
vey a very definite idea of their meaning; and such mind would 
at' once interpret them to meat, in finaticial language, “ parquisites 
of office, contingent expenses, or some other of the many polite’ 
phrases used by those who have the custody and disbursement of 
the public funds to cover those expenditures, which in vulgar 
language are termed the “stealings of office.” Perhaps this ex- 
planation might be deemed sufficient; batas your committee has: 
beén directed by a vote of tho senate to'make imvéstigation, ‘he 
has considered the ambiguity of the characters of such a nature’ 
as to demand the production of further evidence, than that which 
is derivable from.the, mere connection in which they are found— 
and has therefore procured further. testimony explanatory of the 
same.

secretary or clerk, and for no other contingent expense of the ex-(’ 
ecutive office, as all the other contingent expenses of said. office 
were provided for by other and separate enactments. And hold- 
ing this opinion of the object ot f said appropriation, your committee 
cannot but believe that acts of the legislature of 1854, which. are 
referred to below, were intended to, and did supersede and repeal 
all the provisions of said section. 


The first of the acts of the ‘oiddiuain of 1854 effecting this law. 
is chapter 70 of the general laws.of 1854, section one of which act 
appropriates ten thousand dollars forthe following purposes, in the 
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words of the act: “For the purpose of defraying the contingent 
expenses of the state for the present year, and of the several state 
officers; including stationery, postage, lights, furniture, and. all 
contingent expenses of the state and of the several: state offi- 
cers.” Whether they includethat mystical body, yclept the ‘bal- 
ance,” your commtttee have not determined, and for the purpose 
of this investigation, does not feel called upon todo so, The words 
“state officers” in this act your committee cannot but believe in 
cludes the governor. Your committee cannot but consider the 
above'a'plain and ample provision for the contingent expenses:of 
all'the state officers, and of the state in view of the fact that it is 
at least double the sum appropriated for a like purpose imany one 
previous year. The next act, which your committee believes has 
reference to this subject, is chapter 98 of the general laws of 1854, 
which makes another provision for the payment of postage. By 
the’provisions of this act. $1,200 is appropriated jor the purpose) 
of paying the postage of the office of governor, secretary of ‘state, 
state troasurer, state superintendent, bank comptroller, attorney 
general and clerk of the supreme court for the year 1854. The last 
act your committee deems necessary to refer to,is chapter 71 of the 
laws of 1854. By the provisions of this act the office of private 
secretary to the governor is established, and his salary is fixed at 
$1000 per year, being $400 more than was previously paid to the 
person performing the duties of that office, and the second section 
of this act in express words repeals so much of secticn 8 of chap- 
9 of the revised statutes as refers to the clerk hire of the executive 
department. 


In comparibg these several laws to the section above referred 
to, and keeping in view the fact that the intention of said appro- 
priation, and the application’of the same up to 1854, was to pro- 
vide a clerk or private secretary for the executive, your committee 
is satisfied that a fair construction of the repealing clause in the’ 
last. act above referred to, would virtually repeal the whole seetion, 
a3 the necessity for the apppropriation was removed by that act, | 
but as our officers are strict constructionists, they will only admi 
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_that.this act repeals the words “clerk hire,” where they occur in 
said section. Should this be a fair construction, then your com- 
mittee.is clearly of the opinion that the law of 1854, appropria- 
ting $1,200 for postage of the several state officers, including the 

governor, must repeal in effect so much of that section as refers 

to postage of the executive; andthe other act oi 1854, appropri- 

ating $10,000 for contingent expenses of the state, and of the sev- 
eral state officers, cannot but be construed as intending to make. a 

more liberal provision for the contingent expenses of the execu- 

tive, as well as the other state officers, than, had previonsly been 

made, and consequently asa repeal of what little there is left of 
said section 8 chapter 9 of the revised, statutes, after taking away 

the clerk hire and. postage items specified in the same. 


Your committee has therefore come to the conclusion that the 
whole of the provisions of section 8 chapter 9 of the revised stat- 
utes are repealed, and that no money should be paid out under any 
of its provisions. 

‘The unfortunate particularity in the repealing section of chapter 
71, of the laws of 1854, above referred to, has as your committee 
believe induced ‘the executive to draw the money under the said 
section, and the difficulty of clearly expressing for what purpose 
‘the said payment was made, probably induced the secretary to use 
the characters employed in his report, they being the most com- 
‘prehensive and general known in the English language, and con- 
sequently peculiarly appropriate to cover any expenditure made 

“of the same. 

Your committee has been thus particular in investigating a sub- 
‘ject of comparatively small importance, from the fact that his ex- 
cellency in his annual message has very properly recommended 
“a rigid observance of economy in the expenditure of the public 
“moneys ;” and, although your committee has been forced to differ — 
in opinion with the governor on the subject of the right to draw 
money out of the treasury, under the provisions of the acts referred 
to, your committee is far from believing that, the governor has 
acted otherwise than, in: good faith’ in, this matter and thap the 
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wrong, if any, is to be attribtited to multiplicity of the laws’rela- 
ting to it, and is another evidence of the wisdom of the executive 
in his recommendation of a revision of our laws, and an illus- 
tration of the fact, as stated in his message “That so great 
‘is the mass of our laws now, and so crude, conflicting and uncer- 
~ tain in their character, that it is very difficult for those even whose 
profession gives them the best opportunities of knowing what the 
existing laws are to distinguish the binding enactment: from the 
repealed or altered law; and this‘evil in connection with the man- 
ner of publishing our statutes leaves the people of ourState near- 
“ly as much in the dark’as to the action of their Legislatures as if 
they resided in some other.” And as your committee agrees with 
the executive, that the certainty of a law is one of the chief ben- 
efits to be derived from it, he would recommend, as a definite set- 
‘tlement of the disputed points, that. the balance of section eight 
of chapter nine of the revised statutes be repealed.

The memorial sets forth the fact, that the county of Milwaukee 
is indebted to the state of Wisconsin in the sum of 1474 41-100 
dollars, which sum accrued’ between the years 1848 and 1854. 
And:said memorial further sets forth the fact, that the indebted- 
ness acerued in consequence of the non-payment of certain taxes 
assessed in said county on personal property, which were not col 
lectable. The memorial further states, that the said amount has 
been cancelled as against the city of Milwaukee, and asks ‘that 
the state release to said county the ‘said amount. The memorial 
does not state, and your committee are not informed, tHat the 
amount or proportion of state tax required to be paid by Milwau- 
kee county, during, the |time the, said debt is alleged to have) 
accrued, was more,than her just proportion, a8 compared with the 
other counties of the state., The, committee were satisfied uponla — 
bare, statement of the matter, that the request of the memorialists — 
ought not to be granted; but at the request of one of the sénatorsy 
from Milwaukee eounty, they gave him a hearing on the subject, 
and after a full examination of the subject, the committeé areir 
unable to see any reason for the cancellaticn of that debt against 
Milwaukee county, and the consequent assumption of it by tie 
whole state. wi bad 
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~ If the several amounts as they accrued, had been so much more 
than the first proportion of tax, which Milwaukee county ‘ought 
to pay, then there would be some merits in the request, but so 
long as they have yearly had only their just and equal quota of 
taxation, the committee cannot think that the fact, that in assessing 
their taxes, they have assessed them upon property, or /against 
persons from whom they have been unable to collect them, is any 
reason why they should be thrown back upon the state, to be ap+ 
portioned again upon the counties, which have paid already their 
first proportion of that very same. It would, in fact, be holding 
out an inducement to that county and others, to assess their taxes 
upon property and persons out of which they cannot be collected, 
Indeed the committee have become satisfied that the same thing 
is liable to and has already occurred in other counties; and the 
practice has been pretty general wherever it has occurred, to as- 
sess the amount of such tax, uncollected for any one year on 
property out of which it could be collected the next succeeding 
year. Upon the presumption that the state taxes have been 
equally proportioned during the period mentioned in said memo- 
rial, (and the memorialists do not complain, as the committee are 
adyised that they were not,) there is no reason why Milwaukee 
county should not, whenever any such tax was re-levied, uncollect- 
ed and uncollectable, assess the same upon the property of the 
baid county, out of which it could be collected. 


If this debt should be released to Milwaukee county, then all

The committee on printing, to whom was referred so much of 
the Governor’s message as refers to the Documentary History of 
the State of Wisconsin, have had that subject under consideration, 
and would respectfully report: 


That your committee have deemed it proper to lay before the 
senate an account of the steps which have been taken by the 
State in this matter—the present state to which the work has pro- 
gressed—and what your committee deem proper to be done for 
the prosecution thereof toward its final completion. 

In February, 1852, his Excellency Governor Farwell, laid before 
the legislature a communication from Gen. Wm. R. Smith, on the 
subject of “collecting and arranging the Documentary History of 
Wisconsin,” and recommended that provision be made by the legis- 
lature for the purpose of “rescuing and saving the elements of 
early history which year by year are constantly perishing from 
the records and memories of the past;” and “to authorize and 
employ Gen. William R. Smith, under such liberal and adequate 
compensation as may be fixed by law, to prepare and furnish the 
State such history as is prefigured in his communication.”

These sums have all been paid, and the requirements of the law 
fulfilled. 


In 1854 the Governor and Secretary of State were appointed 
commissioners to procure so much of the Documentary History 
of the State as had been prepared, published in two volumes, at a 
cost of not exceeding $1 30 per volume. The commissioners did, 
on the 11th of April, 1854, contract with Beriah Brown for five 
thousand copies at that price. Two volumesare now ready. The 
first volume of the Historical part has been delivered; and Vol. 
3, which is the first of the Documentary part, will be delivered 
in a few days. In pursuance of the law, the Governor appointed 
General Smith to superintend the printing of the work, (correct 
the proofs, &c.); and for this purpose he proceeded to Philadel- 
phia, where the contractor had decided to haye the work stereo- 
typed. 


It may be expected that the 2nd and 4th Volumes will be com- 
pleted by the compiler during this year. The 5th Volume, being 
the Deseriptive History, is reserved for the last, in order to pre- 
sent the actual condition of the several counties at as near a

The committee on agriculture and manufactures, having had 
committed to them,

Respectfully report, that the bill above named is intended to re- 
peal the act of 1854, appropriating to the state agricultural society 
the sum of three thousand dollars, and in lieu thereof, to appro- 
priate the sum of five hundred dollars, to said society. 

The act of 1854 was introduced at an early day into the assem- 
bly, referred to an appropriate and able committee, under whose 
care it received a thorough examination, and who reported in 
favor of its passage. Previous to its passage, the committee on 
agriculture, in an able report, while speaking of the propriety of 
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encouraging and fostering the farming interests of the state by a 
liberal appropriation, recommend the state agricultural society, as 
the medium to wigs this trust can be safely and properly con- 
fided. 

The bill in all its features and principles, was discussed at great 
length in the house, passed by a unanimous vote, went, to the 
senate, where, after much deliberation, it passed without a dissent- 
ing vote—a unanimity seldom paralleled in a measure of so much 
importance. 


_This was not considered a gratuitous or elemosynary gift for 
which there would be no commensurate return, it was not viewed | 
as areward or benefaction; but it was committed to this society, 
as to trustees, to be used as seed cast upon good soil, whose fruits 
would be manifold and certain.

New York, with 
her characteristic wisdom, made munificent appropriations) to her 
state society, until is was able to rely upon its own resonrces, and 
now contributes $8,000 annually. to the state and county societies. 
Ohio by.direct appropriation and other aids, has given to her state 
society material aid, amounting in one year to over $3,8 0. ‘Mich- 
igan, Illinois and Indiana, contribute liberally in a similar manner. 

Whatever may be the future of our state, however, important 
may become her mercantile, manufacturing and other interests, 
it cannot be doubted that agriculture must ever be the leading and 
fundamental interest of the state, aud whatever fosters and en- 
courages this pursuit, must add to our wealth and happiness. The 
offices of these societies are to promote the improvement of do- 
mestic animals, the production of superior grain, fruits, &c., the 
best farming and domestic implements and machines, and the best 
methods of cultivating the soil, The means by which these ends 


are sought are public exhibitions or fairs, where premiums are

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awarded to the most meritorious exhibitors , who are thus congre- 
gated from various parts, for the double purpose of disposing of 
their stock, productions, &c., and receiving such awards and com- 
mendations as may gratify their ambition,.or secure a profitable. 
reputation. : | 

It has been objected to these fairs, that they are attended by but 
a small proportion of the rural populatiov, and that the prizes are 
often carried off, from year to year, by the same persons, thus tax- 
ing the many for the benefit of the few. The postulate of these 
objections will readily be admitted, and when admitted gives co-. 
gent proof of the utility of such exhibitions; for the number of 
men whose wealth and enterprise enable them to bring, from a 
distance, high-bred and costly animals, or to manufacture and pro- 
duce superior articles, are comparatively few, and upon such men 
are the multitude dependent for the means of improvement. The 
person, who this year receives a premium for the best horse, will 
very probably, next year bring out the best:sheep or cow.  A’stu- 
perior animal purchased at one of these fairs, and taken to a remote 
part of the state, will be the means of i fecal his race in a 
whole neighborhood: 


The prejudices and distrust 6f the masses against the fn who 
are striving for improvement, is by no means confined to the ag- 
ricultural population, but is common to mankind at large. The 
majority long contended that papers and books, treating upon 
husbandry, were useless and absurd, and yet these publications, 
issued and fostered by the few, have, within a period of thirty 
years, beautified und enriched our country, and mslrucyed and. 
refined the people to a greater extent, perhaps, than any, other sin- 
gle department of letters or science. — 


Your committee are well aware that the conditon of our,treas- 
ury calls for retrenchment, and that the people are groaning under 
heavy taxation ; but they are by no means persuaded that the re- 
peal of this dbp Riividiion is called for thy, or would afford relief 
to the tax-payers. They believe thatthis disbursement, like that 
of our noble school fund, is the bounty that “scattereth and yet. 
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inereaseth ;” and that every dollar judiciously expended by the 
society, will be returned with four-fold interest to the treasury of 
the state. And they cheerfully express their confidence that the 
State Agricultural Society, as at present organized, will faithfully 
carry out the objects of this appropriation, and render in their 
next annual report, a satisfactory account of their stewardship. 


As by the act of 1854, the society are enabled to draw the mon- 
ey from the treasury as A as the first day of February, giving 
in some cases, but a briet period for an investigation of their af- 
fairs after their report is received by the legislature, your com- 
mittee recommend such an amendment to the act as will protract 
the time one month beyond that now fixed by law, and. for that 
purpose submit the accompanying bill which they recommend as 
a substitute for the bill under consideration.

., The joint-committee appointed under, a joint resolution of the 
ot houses, to report some plan for examining and investigating 
the condition and situation of the offices of state, and of the de- 
partment of the commissioners of school and university lands, beg 
Jeave to report: that they have bad the matters referred under 
‘consideration, and report io the legislature for its actiof. the ac- 
companying resolutions. 


Your committee have concluded to report, and recommend ihe 
plan for an investigation proposed by the terms of the resolutions, 
)for the following reasons, to wit: 


The governor in his message recommended and urged upon the 
degislature the necessity for a full and complete investigation of 
the condition of the several state departments; alleging, with much 
force, not only that it was due to the interests of the state, but that 
‘it was a necessary act of justice to the officers of the several de- 
partments themselves. No thorough examination of the condition 
of these several departments, has ever been made since the forma- 
tion of our state goverment, and the real condition of the affairs 
of this state is entirely unknown. For several successsive years, 
committees of the legislature have been appointed for this purpose, 
but they have uniformly reported, towards the close of each ses- 
sion of the legislature that they had only been able to make a par- 
tial and unsatisfactory examination, or they made no report at all. 
The time has arrived, in the judgment of your committee, when 
there should be no excuse for a farther delay. 


Reports have been spread abroad throughout the state, to the 
discredit and injury of the state officers, implicating them in al- 
leged frauds and corrupt conduct in office, and it is but an act of 
justice to those’ officers, that the business ‘and condition of their 
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several departinents be fully investigated. The'officers themiselves” 
claim this at the hands of the legislature, and your committee-cam 
have no doubt but that every facility will be afforded by those 
officers to forward the examination of their respective offices, by the!’ 
committeés to be appointed under ‘the accompanying resolutions." 
A majority of your committee would decidedly prefer, if it were: 
practicable, or possible, that such investigations should be made” 
during the session of the legislature, but‘in case it is considered” 
by the legislature to be inexpedient to sit’ during the time that® 
must be necessarily consumed by the committees, they recommend 
the plan proposed in the accompanying resolutions, unanimously? 
as the only practicable and most satisfactory process. 

During the time the legislature is’ in session, your committee 
cannot well perceive how such an examination could be made by 
committees appointed from among the members themselves, be- 
cause your committee conceive it to be the duty of the senators 
and representatives to watch over the interests of their constitu- 
ents, the people, in theiryplaces, in the respective bodies to which 
they belong, and it is impossible to do, out of the two houses, any 
such labor, necessary to a thorough investigation of the affairs.of 
the offices of state as the necessity of the case may demand. Your 
committee assume that all business in the several state offices, has 
been properly conducted, until the contrary appears, and therefore 
that such an examination as is proposed, will be acceptable to the 
state officers, and their friends and to the people, at. all times, 
whenever such examination shall be instituted, The affairs of the 
commissioners of the school and university lands, are necessarily, 
ofa very, complicated character, involving, as. they do, and have 
done, the disposition of hundreds of thousands of acres of land, and 
the receipt and disbursement of millions of dollars, of a very im- 
portant fund, upon the safety of which. the educational interests 
of this state materially depend, and in the opinion of your com- 
mittee, no satisfactory examination of the same could be made, in 
the i) and embarrassed intervals of time, snatched from. their 
duties as legislators, by the members of the legislature, while that 
body is in session, but can only be done by constant, careful and 
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uninterrupted application and attention to the examinations in 
charge. 

The people, as well as the officers of state, claim this examina- 
tion at our hands, and the expense, necessarily incurred, will, we 
have no doubt, be cheerfully borne by them without a murmur. 
They want to know what the condition of the state is and are 
ready to pay for that knowledge. If injustice has been done to 
our public officers, the people want their justification published ; 
and if wrong has been done, they want it exposed. 

Entertaining these views, your committee recommend to your 
consideration the resolutions herewith presented.

To the Hon. Legislature of the State of Wisconsin: 

I entered into contract with the commissioners of the Wiscon- 
sin State Lunatic Asylum, on the 16th day of November last, to 
construct the asylum building, according to the plans and specifi- 
cations exhibited by them. I agreed to do the work by the piece, 
and to complete the centre building, and one longitudinal and one 
transverse wing on each side of the same, on or before the first day 
of Jauuary, A. D., 1856; also one more longitudinal and trans- 
verse wing, on or before the first day of January, A. D., 1857; 
and one more longitudinal and transverse wing, at such time as 
the commissioners shall determine, giving me one year’s notice te 
do said last mentioned work. The commissioners having reserved 
to themselves, the right to name the time when the last described 
work shall be done; and asI have no desire to be held liable to do 
said work when it may be extremely inconvenient for me to do it, 
or when labor and material may be much more expensive, than 
when I executed said contract, I would respectfully ask of the le- 
gislature, to be released from that portion of said contract, 

«In relation to the remainder of the work contemplated by said 
contract, [hereby make the following propositions: © 

First: Iwill build the centre building, and one. longitudinal 
and traverse Wing on each side of the same, and complete them 
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in all respects as I am bound to do, by my contract with the com- 
missioners, before referred to, for the sum of $155,000, to be paid 
according to the terms of my contract, to-wit: eighty per cent, of 
the work as it progresses, and the balance. to be paid at the com- 
pletion of the work. I will also build two more longitudinal, and 
two more transverse wings, as desig ned by the plan and specifica- 

tions, under which my contract is made with said commissioners, 
and to conform to the same in all respects, for the sum of $85,000; 
to be paid in the same manner, and all to be completed within the 
time specified for the same work, in the contract between the said 
commissioners and myself. | 

Second: I will construct the work, designed by said contract 
to be done in the years 1855 and 1856, according to its terms, as 
follows: I will do the work, and furnish material, atthe. lowest 
price for which they can be obtained, furnish. vouchers for, all 
money expended in the construction of said work, the State to 
provide for paying the same promptly; and I will take fifteen per 
cent. upon the cost of said work as my pay, which amount shall 
be paid monthly as the work progresses, until the building shall be 
completed. 

Should the legislature decide to accept either of the apts 
propositions, I am ready, on one day’s notice, tolegally relense the 
State from its obligations on said contract, and to give satisfactory 
bonds to carry out, in good faith, either proposition. These pro- 
positions are made with a view to an adjustment of the matter, at 
the present session of legislature, and thus save litigation; although, 
after consulting several of the most eminent attornies in the State, 
Ihave not the least doubt of the validity of the contract, and of my 
ability to hold the State to a strict performance of the obligations 
imposed upon her by its provisions.

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
Maron 26, 1855. 
To the Senate: 

The bill to amend an act entitled an act to incorporate the city of 
Janesville, approved March 19, 1853, and the several acts amen- 
datory thereof, is herewith returned to the senate, in which itorig- 
inated, without my approval. 

The twenty-third section reads as follows, viz: ‘The common 
council of said city shall not have power to grant by ordinance or 
otherwise, any license for the sale of spirituous, vinous, or fermen- 
ted liquors.” 

The traffic inthe articles mentioned is recognized by existing 
statutes as legitimate and proper, and upon compliance with the 
laws regulating such traffic, all who choose, may engage in it. . 
But this section is in its terms an absolute prohibition, and neith- 
er the corhmon council, nor the people, should it take effect as law, 
ean exercise any discretion in relation to it. Should the people 
desire the continuance of the traffic, the common council would 
have no power to permit it, were that body inclined todoso. In 
my judgment no law prohibiting the sale of intoxicating liquors, 
if one should be deemed proper by the legislature, should have on- 
ly a partial operation; bat while the business of buying and sell- 
ing the same is not declared tobe improper or illegitimate, the cit-

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dzens of every part of the stateshould be allowed to pursue itysub- 
ject to such regulations as are provided by law. .To say the least, 
no such prohibition ought to be laid upon the people of any :par- 
ticular locality, without first affording them an opportunity to de- 
clare their sentiment in relation to it, and their willingness to be 
bound by it..

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 
Marcu 26, 1855. 
To the Assembly: 

I return herewith to the assembly, with my objections, the bill 
entitled “an act to repeal an act entitled an act to provide for a 
State Lunatic Asylum,” approved March 30, 1854, and declare a 
certain instrument in writing, purporting to be an article of 
agreement between Andrew Proudfit of the one part, and David 
S. Vittum, Samuel G. Bugh and Alden §. Sanborn, commission- 
ers of the Wisconsin State Lunatic Asylum, of the other part, 
illegal and void, and notifying the said Andrew Proudfit, that no 
payment will be made by the State for work done or materials 
furnished under said pretended agreement.” 

Section 1, repeals chapter 59, of the General Statutes of last 
year, which is an act to provide for a State Lunatic Asylum. 

Section 2 repudiates the contract made by the commissioners of 
the Asylum with Andrew Proudfit, and notifies and directs him 
not to perform any further. work or labor, or [furnish any further 
materials, under or in pursuance of said contract; and it further 
notifies the said Proudfit that the state will make no payment to- 
him or any other person in consideration of any work done, or 
materials furnished, under the said agreement or contract. 


I object to the repeal of chapter 59 of the laws of 1854, be- 
cause the establishment of the institution therejn provided for, is- 
imperatively demanded by the number, and the necessities of the: 
unfortunate class of people, for whose benefit it is designed, and: 
every year the necessity for such an institution is becoming more 
and more apparent. Itis ascertained that there are now within 
the state not less than one hundred and twenty-five insane persons. 


The condition of these peopie, visited with the most melancholy 


affliction to which our race. is liable, can be improved or ren- 
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dered tolerable , only by the systematic, careful and scientific treat- 
ment provided in asylums, established and conducted expressly and 
exclusively for that purpose. 


The fact that the commissioners have contracted for the erection 
of a more extensive and costly building than is deemed expedient 
by the legislature, affords no reason in my judgment, for the re- 
peal of this law. All candid men willadmit the propriety and 
necessity of founding such an institution at as early a day as prac- 
ticable, and the state beyond all dispute or cavil has the resource 
within its command from which to provide for the erection of the 
buildings required for that end. 


Already it has wisely extended its fostering care; and made lib- 
eral appropriations in aid of the blind, and the deaf and dumb, and 
there is a greater, or at least more urgent necessity for an asylum 
in which the insane shall be judiciously treated, and if possible, 
relieved from afiliction and restored to reason and health. Enter- 


taining this view of the case, reeommended,in my first annual mes- - 
sage, that imniediate steps be taken for the aceomplishment of 


that object. The legislature approved of the recommendation, 
and passed the law which is now sought to be repealed. There 
is the same or a greater necessity at this time for carrying into- 
effect the provisions of that law, and I can see no good reason for: 
seeking to avoid the responsibility of incurring the requisite ex- 
pense. Especially is it incumbent upon the legislature speedly 
to proceed with the work of establishing such an asylum, where: 
the state has abundant means for the purpose without resorting 
to taxation. The swamp lands are subject to their disposal, with 
the proceeds arising from the sale of which, this and all similar 
undertakings on the part of the state, may be successfully con- 
ducted to completiou, and that with a due observance of the ob- 


jects for which they were granted. It was with this understand- ~ 


ing, and in the belief that the sale of these lands would be provid- 
ed for, and the proceeds in part so applied that the commissioners 
adopted a plan for a lunatic asylum admitted by all who haye ex- 
amined it tobe admirably adapted to the end in view. 


if 
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With the same understanding, and entertaining the same confi- 
dence, I.approyed of the plan proposed by them and set forth in’ 
their report to the legislature. The only only objection that has 
been made to it, is on the score of the expense required for its 
exeeution, and I have no reliable evidence in my possession that 
there is good foundation for this objection. The estimates report- 
ed by the committee are very far beyond the amount for which 
the contractor would undertake to do the work, and, 1 am satis- 
fied greatly exceed the amount necessary -for the erection of the 
buildings, according to the terms of the agreement between him 
and the commissioners, which is now proposed to be uncondition- 
ally repudiated and annulled. I have said it was my confident 
expectation, that the legislature would use the means within its 
reach for the construction of this work, and it would not be ne- 
cessary to tax the people for that object. In this connection, I 
will state my strong conviction that the citizens of Wisconsin, in 
view of the object proposed by the act of 1854, the foundation of 
an institution so noble in its character, and so necessary to the pro- 
tection and care of those whose misfortune it is calculated to al- 
leviate or remove, would not refuse to raise even by taxation, 
means sufficient for the purpose. 

I object to the second section of this bill, because it repudiates 
the contract made between the commissioners and Mr. Proudfit, 
and directs the work to be stopped without making any provision 
whatever, for a final settlement and disposition of matters, grow, 
ing out of the progress when made. No mode is provided for taking 
care ot the property belonging to the state, which was purchased 

_ by the commissioners in pursuance of law, nor for any disposition 
of their books, records and papers, nor for a proper adjustment of 
their accounts with the state, and no steps are provided to be take 
for a settlement of the claim of the contractor, 

Without discussing the question of the legal liability of the state 
upon. the contract entered into in its behalf by the commissioners, 
or expressing any opinion in relation to it, I can see many and 
weighty reasons why it should not be thus unqualitiedly disavowed 


\ 
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and repudiated. I have watched with interest and attention the 

course pursued ‘by the legislature in the investigation of this sub- 
ject; have carefully examined the report of the joint committee 
charged with such inveestigation, and the testimony upon which 
that report is based, and I appeal to the candid judgment of the 
two houses, without expressing or intending any disrespect to the- 
committee, if the testimony reported will warrant the conclusions. 
‘to which they have arrived; or if the report itself does not afford: 
abundant evidence on its face, of having been made in a spirit far: 
“from unprejudiced or impartial. 

Again, I submit it to the candor of the legislature, whether it be: 
wise or prudent to repudiate a contract of this magnitude, involv- 
ing important questions of law, without more consideration and 
reflection than were bestowed upon the bill before me. I have 
only to suggest the fact that the report of the committee above re- 
‘ferred to, in which they discuss and decide the grave question of the 
‘binding 1torce of this contract and the liability of the state, was 
made on the 19th inst., and accompanied with a bill for the amend- 
ment of the contract and for the repeal of the act of 1854. On 
the morning of the 21st inst. the testimony was published, and on 
the same day the bill passed the assembly. Having been prompt 
ly transmitted to the senate, it was with like rapidity acted upon 
and passed in that house, and was presented for my signature on 
the evening of the 23d inst. In so grave a matter, even after the 
most rigid and impartial investigation of facts, and the most 
searching scrutiny as to the responsibility of the state for the acts 
‘of the commissioners, careful deliberation as to the course proper 
to be pursued, should have characterized the proceedings of a 
legislative body. Under all of the circumstances I cannot but be 
of the opinion that the action of both houses in the premises, may 
fairly be objected to as an example of hasty and inconsiderate: 
legislation, as exhibiting # confidence too implictin the report of 
their committee, and not suffitient heed to the consequences that 
might result from the actof repudiation proposed by the bill whieh. 
they have presented for my approval. 
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Entertaining these views, it is my duty to withhold my signa- 
cas and return the bill as provided in the constitution.

Hadley, one of the committee appointed to wait upon hia 
excellency the governor, to ascertain whether his excellency had 
any further communications to lay before the legislature, having 


| waited upon the governor, reported that his excellency had no 


further communications to make to the legislature. 
Whereupon the Hon. Jamus T. Lewis, Leintenant Governor and 
President of the Senate, delivered the following address: 


Senators: The hour fixed for the final adjournment of this 
body, has arrived, but before performing the last official duty of 
my station, allow me to make a few remarks in response to the re- 
solution you have just adopted, and to thank you for the many 
and oft repeated acts of kindness I have received at your hands. 

Called by the voice of the people to preside over your delibera- 
tions, I entered upon the discharge of my official duties with bat 
a limited knowledge of parliamentary law, but with a firm deter- 


_ mination to discharge those duties, so far as my ability would al- 


low, faithfully and impartially. How far [have succeeded, you, 
and the people who placed me here, alone must judge. The du- 


_ties devolving upon a presiding officer, are often delicate and 
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difficult, and it would be strange indeed, if I had not during the 
two lengthy sessions I have occupied this chair committed errors. 
That I have, I cannot doubt, and can only hope, that they have 
not been of such a character, as to prove detrimental to the pub- 
lic good; yet, whatever they may have been, I assure you, senators, 
it gives me great consolation to know from the expression I have 
just received, as well as from the fact, that you have not in a single 
instance, during my whole term, deemed yourselves called upon 
to reverse one of the many decisions, | have made, that my mo- 
tives have been properly appreciated—that my errors have been 
viewed by you as errors of the head and not of the heart. 

During the lengthy session which is about to close, many mat- 
ters of importance have been passed upon, and I sincerely hope, 
all have been settled in accordance with the best interests of the 
state. That you have all intended to do your duty, and your whole 

‘duty, none who have witnessed your proceedings, can for a mo- 
ment doubt; and that in the great majority of cases, your acts 
will prove salutary, I sincerely believe. 

But you have had much to do, many subjects to deal with of 
deep and exciting interest to the whole state, subjects upon which 
many peuple honestly differ in opinion. It would not be’ sur- 
prising, therefore, if future experience should prove some of the 
works of your hands to be imperfect. Be it so. You could not 
expect, nay, your constituents will not expect of you perfcetion. 
Perfection is a plant of slow growth. “We must slow aspire by 
Just degrees, to reach pertection’s height.” And whatever may 
be the result, none, I think, will deny you the good intent—and 
should not man be judged by the intention and not the deed # 


“The body sins not, ’tis the will 
That makes the action good or ill.” 

Your task, as I have before remarked, has been no trifling one, 
Man can confide to his fellow man no higher trust than the power 
to legislate for him, and particularly at the present time, and un- 
der our system of government, is the responsibility of the legisla- 
tor great indeed. Our government depends for its existence and 
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stability almost entirely upon the intelligence of the people, and 
the intelligence, honesty and fuithfulness of our public servants. 

Let corruption and ignorance once usurp the throne of honest 
intelligence, and we may bid adieu to liberty. Her magie wand 
will have departed, and despotism usurped her holy places. . , 

The responsibility of the legislator at the present day, and under 
our government, does not end with his duties to hisimmediate con- 
stituents alone—there isa higher and a holier mission in his 
charge,—the state—the nation, and posterity has some claim upon 

him, and then there is an example, a character to be maintained 
before the world. 

Is it not our proudest boast, that no government now exists, the 
political institutions of which are so well calculated to make men 
happy, and bring forth all the elements of progress and reform as 
our own? Is not ours the model government, the bright and shin- 
ing light, the only anchor of hope to the groaning millions of the 
old world, who are striving to follow in her foot-prints # 

When the American eagle first spread her pinions, the world 
secmed to behold a new light—to, behold a means of disenthral- 
ment—to wake up, as it were, from the night of darkness which 

* had so long overspread the mind 0? man ; and from that day, the 
march of improvement has been onward, not only in the science 
of government, but in all the arts and sciences. 

How, vast the improvements of the present day; art almost 
seems to vie with nature for the mastery. The nerves and arteries 
do not more fully supply the wants of the human system, than do 
the wires of the electric telegraph, and the railroads the wants of 
the nation. Our cities are the great depots into which nourishment 
is received to be carried by these nerves and arteries through the 
length and breadth of the land, to swpply the wants, and make 

happy the homes of the people. When we look at the past, the 
present and to the future, can we not see something of the responsi 
bility that is resting upon the legislator ? do we not feel that they 
have a higher and a holier duty than that of mere locol legisla- 

» tion for their own immediate constituents—for their own private 
and selfish purposes? God grant we may, and that our minds 
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“may expand and encompass more enlarged and ennobling views of 


our duties and our destiny. 

Senators, there are many circumstances connected with this 
session and our intercourse here, of which we may feel justly 
proud, which we shall in after life contemplate with a great deal 
of pleasure. The friendly feeling which has grown up and 
strengthened among us; the invariable courtesy and gentlemanly 
deportment manifested towards one another ; a disposition to “at- 
tribute to each other on all occasions, though differing widely in 
political sentiment, none but honest intentions and the purest 
of motives. Yes, the scenes which we have here witnessed will 
doubtless often come up before us in the future, and gladden 
many a lonely hour. 


“There are moments in life we never forget, 

Which brighten and brighten as time steals away ; 
They give a new charm to the happiest lot, 

And they shine cn the gloom of the loneliest day.” 


But senators, as for myself and I doubt not the remark is equally 
true of you all, when [review my own course, commune with 
myself and examine my own heart, if there is one thing above all 
others which affords me true happiness, it is the consciousness of 
having, onall occasions, honestly done what I conceived to be 
my duty. But I will not detain you longer. The pleasant asso- 
ciations we now enjoy must soon have an end. We must soon 
part ; and in all probability, though painful the reflection, we shall 
never meet again. Some of you may be again assembled in these 
halls; you doubtless will, if you desire it; but for one it is not my 
intention, if I can honorably avoid it, soon again to appear here in 
a public capacity ; not that Lhave any fault to find with any one, 
for [have none. I have been treated as kindly as I could wish,. 


~ neither would I wish to Be understood as refusing to serve my 


adopted state should necessity require my services; but I feel 
that there are others of our citizens whose qualifications are’ per- 
haps better, who are older, and have had more experience, and 
consequently are capable of doing more good, and whose claims, 
if any can be said to have claims to public station or favor, are 


“ gtrongerthan my own. I shall, therefore, leave this senate cham-

ber with the intention of not again returning to it, unless it shall 
be in the performance of.a public duty, which cannot be justly and 
honorably avoided, and with the hope and expectation of soon 
returning to my family, there to remain and enjoy in their society 
the pleasures of aquiet home, which to my mind far outweigh 
those of a public life. 

But were we all disposed to meet again as we now meet, and 
were our several constituencies desirous that we should, yet the 
uncertainty of life, admonishes us of the folly of all such anticipa- 
tions—life hangs uponaslenderthread—one over which we have 
but slight control. Worldly honors, mental endowments, or physi- 
eal strength add little’ to its security. ‘Every succeeding year 
but makes ournumber less.” Since the last session of this honor- 
able body, one of our own number, one too of whom we all felt 
proud, whom we ail loved and valued as a friend, and expected to 
meet at the opening of the present session, who left us in the bloom 
ot health, has been called to pay the debt of nature, to take a last 
fond look of earth. “Yes a good man has fallen asleep with his 
fathers.” Can we expect long to escape the dread decree? No, 
senators, such hopes are vain. 

In conclusion, allow me to thank you for the kind and friendly 
manner in which you have seen fit, in the resolution you have 
just done me the honor to place upon your journal, to refer to the 
performance of my official duties, and to assure you that I look 
upon your approbation as a high encomium to me as a public ser- 
vant. If] have been so fortunate as to merit the good opinion and 
approving smile of those over whose deliberations it has been my 
lot to preside, I have done more than I had ever dared to hope. 


And now, trusting that the great and important interests which 
have by a confiding people been committed to our charge, have 
been passed upon in such a manner as to redound to their good 
—that wise counsel and wholesome laws may characterize our leg- 
islation in fature—that your coming years may be full of happi- 
ness and honor, and with a heart full of gratitude for your many 
acts of kindness, I bid you all an affectionate farewell.
